It feems, 
that the enemy having received fome in- 
telligence of thedefignagainit them, had 
fuddenly fent out to fea, fuch of their 
privateers as were in any degree of rea- 
dinefs, in order thereby to evade the im- 
pending danger. The larger of their 
remaining veffels, confifting moftly of 
are were, for their greater fecurity, 

aled up the river Mullicus as far as 
they could go, to a place called Chefnut 
Neck, which lay about 20 miles from 
the mouth of the river. Their finaller 
privateers, and craft of different forts, 
were carried fill farther up into the 
country. 

The detachment, with the lighterarm- 
ed veflels, proceeded through a moft dif- 
ficult paflage, to Chefuut Neck; being 
obliged to work their way at random 
through numberlefs fheals, without the 
aid of a pilot, or any knowledge of the 
channels. Having faccefsfully over- 
come thefe difficulties, they difcovered 
on their arrival, an appearance of refift- 
ace which they could (carcely have ee- 
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petted ; one battery thewing itfelf cloft 
to the water fide, and another, with @ 
brealt work manned, to cover it on a® 
adjoining eminence. But upon a nearer 
approach it was difcovered, that thefe 
works were totally deftitute of artillery ; 
and the troops being landed under a well 
dire&ted cannonade from the gallies and 

n boats, theneighbouring militia, who 

ad undertaken their defence vy oe 
arms, foon found the tafk ir 
ability, and wer., with little dithculty, 
and without any lofs, obliged to abandon 
them and difperfe. 

The detachment found ten vefiels at 
this place ; which were of confiderable 
fize, and moitly Britith prizes. Although 
thefe were in general valuable, yet the dif- 
culty of the navigation and the danger 
of delay, rendered the carrying them off 
impraéticable ; they were accordingly 
fired and deftroyed. And as the trade 
of New-York had fuffered greatly from 
their depredations, the commanders de- 
termined to root out this neft of priva- 
teers as effectually as pofible. Under 
this determination, they deftroyed the 
fettlements, ftore-houfes and works of ¢- 
be? fort.

In thefe they deftroyed fome confidera- 
ble fale s, as well ag the houfes and 
fettlements of feveral perfons, who had 
either been con{fpicuous by their activity 
in the rebellion, charged with oppreffion 
and cruelty to the well-affected, or who 
had been concerned in the rag f out of 
privateers ; a {pecies of fervice, however, 
more calculated to gratify refentments 
on one fide, and to excite them on the o- 
ther, than to produce any effential end 
with regard to the iffue of the war. 
When! the troops had rejoined the 
fquadron, a delay oceafioned at Egg Har- 
bour, afforded an opportunity to ¢nter- 
prifing officers for the performance. of 
new fervice, and that of a more aétive 
and fpirited nature, than what they had 
already executed. A French captain, 
with fome private mens who had deferted 
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from Pulafki's legion, gave fuch an a¢- 
count of the carelefs maoner in which

Refolve of the GENERAL COURT refpe&ting the REBELLION, 
COMMONWEALTH of MASSACHUSETTS. 


HEREAS many perfons, who now 
are, or have been, in arms againit 
the government may not have confidered the 
evil mature and tendency of their crime, and 
moight not have been apprized that an oppo- 
fition to the legal authority of the Scate with 
force of arms, is Treafon and Rebellion: and 
whereas General Lincoin has given to a par- 
ticular defcription of the Infurgents, his af- 
furances of recommending them wu the cie- 
mency of Government, on certain conditions 
therein mentioned : 

Refolwed, that this Court approve of Ge- 
neral Lincoln's condu& in his overtures of 
secommending certain defcriptions of Infur- 
gents tothe clemency of government, and 
that the Governour be, and he hereby is au- 
thorized and impowered in the name of the 
General Court to promife a pardon under 
fuch difquaiifications as may hereafter be 
provided, to tuch private foldiers, and others, 
who a@ inthe capacity of noncommiflioned 





officers as have been, or niow are in arms a- 
gaint the Commonwealth, with fuch excep. 
tions as he, or the General Oficer Command. 
ing the troops may judge neceflary—provid. 
gi they thall deliver up their arms aad take 
and fubicribe the oath of allegiance to this 
Commonweaith within fuch time, as thall or 
may be limited by his Exceliency for that 
purpoie.

AVING obferved, in one of your 
late Magazines, fome refolves of a 
dociety of Continental Officers, who af- 
fume the appellation of Cincinnati, we, 
theContinental Soldiers of Maflachufetts, 
in imitation of their example, beg leave 
to addrefs the publick for ourfelves, and 
prefent it to you for publication, depend- 
ing upon your juitice and impartiality to 
grant our requeft. 

Refolved, rt. That we will exert our 
utmott abilities to promote and preferve 
publick virtue, juftice, and good govern- 
ment. Oug officers have announced to 
the world, ‘* that they are publick credit- 
ors, interefted in the prefervation of the 
conftitution, and will fappert it fo long 
as publick faith is made the facred ob- 
ject.of government.” Here they gener- 
oufly offer their inconteftible abilities to 
government, on this condition, that go- 
vernment fhall facredly fupport their 
commutation and. other fecurtties, by, at 
Jeait, the punétual payment of their in- 
tereft. How much patriotifm is con- 
tained in their noble refolve ? 

Refolved, 2d. That we hold in high 
eftimation the bleffing of freedom, which 
& manifett by the facri‘ices we have of- 


fered on her altar, which were as cofily 
and unfullied as thofe of our officers. 
They tender their fervice, if government 
will faithfully difcharge their fecurities ; 
we infiit upon no fuch condition ; we are 
fot publick creditors ; have no publick 
fecurities ; tired of the humble abode of 
indigence, they foon fled to the fplendid 
feats of wealth and greatnefs.

Spring field, January 26, 1787, 
motion and marched on rapidly nearone 
hundred yards. I then ordeved Major 
Stephens, who commanded the artillery, 
to bre upon them, he accordingly did, 
The two firft thot he endeavoured to o- 
verfhoot them, in hepes they would have 
taken warning cuban wing among 
them, but it had no effeé on them, 
Major Stephens then diretted his thot 
through the centre of his column. ‘The 
fourth or fifth fhot put the whole column 
into the utmoit confufion. Shays.made 
an attempt to difplay the column, but in 
vain. Wehad one howt which was 
loaded with grape fhot, which, when 
fwed, gave them great uneafinels. . Had 
b been difpofed to deftroy them, I might 
have charged upon their rear and flanks 
with my infantry and the two field- 
pieces, and could have kilied the greater 
part of his whole army within twenty-five 
minutes. There was not a fingle muf- 
ket fired on either fide. 

I found three men dead on the fpot, 
and ene wounded, who is fince dead. 
One of our artillery-men, by inatten- 
tion, was badly wounded. 

Three mufkets were taken up with 
the dead, which were all deeply loaded.

companies of artillery, a corps of horfe, 
and a ve'g tecr corps under the come 
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mand of Col. Baldwin. The other com- 

any of artillery, with the other regi- 
ment from Middlefex, and another from 
Worcefter, which were as 2 cover to our 
ftores, arrived about eight o'clock in the 
evening. 

On my arrival, I found that Shays 
had taken poft at a little village, fix 
miles north of this, with the whole force 
under his immediate command; and 
that Day had taken pott in Weit-Spring- 
field, and that he had fixed a guard at 
the ferry-houfe, on the weft fide of the 
river, and that he hada gifd at the 
lwidge over Aggawam river: by this 
difpotition, all communication from the 
north and welt, in the ufual paths, was 
cut off. 

From a confideration of this infult on 
government ; that by an early move, we , 
fhould inftantly convinee the infurgents 
of its ability and determination {peedily 
tu difperfe them; that we wanted the | 
houfes occupied by thefe men, to cover 
ourown troops; that General Patterfon 
wason his march to join us, which to 
obitruét was an objeét with them; that 
a fuccefsful movement would give fpirics 
to the treops ; that it would be fo, was 
reduced to as greata certainty as can be 
had in operations of this kind :—From 
thefe confiderations, Sir, with many c- 
thers, I was induced to order the troops 
under arms at three o'clock in the after- 
noon, although the molt of them had 
been fo from one in the morning. 

We moved about half after three, and 
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crofied the river upon the ice, with the 
four regiments, and four pieces of artil- 
lery : the light horfe, and the troops of 
this divifion, under General Shephard, 
moved up the river on the ice, with an 
intention tofallin between Shavs, &c. 
who was on the eaft fide of the river, and 
Day, on the welt, and to prevent a junc. 
tion, as well as to cut off Day’s retreat. 
We tuppofed that we thould hereby en- 
circle him with a force fo fuperiour that 
he would not dare to fire apon us, which 
would effe&tualiy prevent bloodfhed, as 
our troops were enjoined, in the moft po- 
fitive manner, not to fire without orders. 
The moment we fhewed ourfelves upon 
the river, the guard at the ferry-houfe 
turned out, and left the pafs open to us. 
They made a little thew of force, 
for a minute or two, near the meeting- 
houfe, and then retired in the utmoit con- 
fufion and diforder. Our horfe met 
them at the weft end of tlie village; but 
the infurgents found means, by crofling 
the fields and ‘aking to the woods, to 
efeape them ; fome were taken, who are 
aggravatedly guiity, but not the moft fo, 
Phe next news we had of them was by 
an exprefs from Northampton, that part 
of them arrived in the fourth end of that 
town about eleven o'clock. Shays, alfo, 
im a very precipitate manner, left his 
pott at Chickabee, and fometime in the 
night paffed through South-Hadley in 
his way to Amherit.—As foon as our 
men are refreflicd this morning, we thall 
move.

6th, A 
freth bear will be attacked by hounds. 7th, 
Wii appear a fierce boar, juft caught, which * 
will now be baited for the firft time, by dogs 
defended with iron armour.

No dependence can be placed on many of 
the reports in circulation reipeéting the move- 
ments of the State's army after the infurgents 
—thoufands of falfhoods arecireulated. We 
fhall caerefore omit publithing any common 
seports, but convent ourfelves in giving a ftatg 
of faéts, which we have received from fuch 
‘authority as we believe cannot be called in 
queticn.

the year. Shays’s force at Pelham, from the 
beft accounts we can obtain, wis about 
1800, and he had feveral fmall parties in va- 
rious parts of the country, in a line for con- 
veying him provilions, &<. from this county. 
At this poit it feems Shays and his Council 
determined to make a ftand. General Lin- 
<uln ftationed his troups at Hadley about 12 
miles diftant from Shays, in order to refreth

of the pretent rebellion, againft whom ftate 


warrants are iffued ; but the chief of the men 
of this defcription are fled ; a few have, how. 
ever been taken and committed. Informs. 
tion having been received, that a conGderable 
body of infurgents had affembled at New.

On Saturday morning lat, a party from 
Gen. Lincoln's army at Hadley, went to re 
connoitre Mr. Shays’s fituation—Shays got 
inrormation of it, aod apprehending a ipeedy 
attack,immediately decamped from his itrong 
hold at Pelham, with his whole force, and 
fed, by the neared. rowte to Petersham, where 
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he arriyed that evening. Gen. Lincols 
left Hadley with his army, about 7 o'clock, 
aifo on that evening, and about7 o'clock the 
next morning, his van was upon Mr, Shays’s 
rearehaving made an almoft unparalieiied 
match doring that moft fevere night,througa 
drifts of {now and ice, and in a rough moun- 
tainous country near 30 miles, without halt- 
ing Nothing, we are told, could equal 
Shays’s furprite, when he found himfelf thus 
overtakeu—he agaia fled with great precipit- 
ation, and the ftate’s army were too fatigued 
topurluehim. He and his fcattered troops 
took the road to Warwick. 

All accounts agree, that Mr. Shays on 
Monday morning with about 10000f his de- 
juded fullowers, went through Warwick, and 
{oon aftér paffed the line over into the {tate 
of New. Hampfhire, and, it was fuppofed, 
was marking bis way into Vermont ;— 
Parfons, another chief, who on Sunday fled 
from Peterfham, went to Hubbardfton and 
wosthere enquiring the neareft road into the 
State .f New-Hampthire ;—Abraham Gale, 
who was badly wounded in his flight, by akick 
inthe breaft from Shays’s horic, was ‘cen at 
Warwick, on Monday, following after Shays. 
When Gen. Lincoln arrived at Peterfham, 
the whole body of Infurgents icattered in all 
diseQions aad fled with the greatelt precipi- 
tation and diforder, leaving their pois and 
kettles over the fire, and each leader took the 
bet care he could of himielf, a great num- 
bers of privates, the moft wife and prudent, 
have returned to their refpective homes, de- 
livered up theie arms—candidly acknow- 
ledge that they were grofsly deceived—have 
taken and fubfcribed the oath of allegiance, 
aod undoubtedly they, and all other privates, 
who take the fame wife fteps, will be recom- 
mended to their infulted country for mercy. 

Gen. Lincoln took about 150 infurgents 
at Petertham, and releafed a number of the 
friends to government, whom the infurgenis 
had under confinement, 

Many of the troops under Gen. Lincoln, 
had their feet, hands, nofes and ears bitten 
by the froft, during their march in the fe- 
vere ftorm on Sunday morning ; as had alfo 
a large number of Shays’s party, on their 
fight from Peterfham. 

We hear that General Lincoln, with a 
part of his army, intends an immediate march 
into the county of Berkthire. 

Col. Stearns’s regiment, and Col, New- 
hall’s both belonging to this county, who 
have been on the route with Gen. Liacola, 
are both ordered to Rutland, where they now 
are. 

Col. Craft's regiment of horfe, alfo be- 
longing to chis county, is difmifed for the 
prefent, as are likewife the Brookfield volua- 
teers, and three companies of artillery. 

Juit before Shays fied from Pelham he 
fent Adarn Wheeler out with a fag to Gen. 
Lincoln's lines ; and it is faid Wheeler has 
Bot joined Shays fince, 

We lcara that on Sunday evening lait, the 
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General Court refolved, that arebeliion ex- 
ifted in this Commonwealth, Di{patches 
were fent to Gen. Lincoln in confequence 
thereof. By the great exertions now mak- 
ing, there is the greateft profpe&t of a fpeedy 
reitoyation of the publick tranquillity.
